246,000 Farmers Get 
$255 Million In Loans 


Canadian farmers borrowed $85.- 
000,000 in 1951 under the Farm Im 
provement Loans Act according ¢ 
the Annual Report tabled in’ Pat 
liament recently by the Honourable 


D C, Abbott. This was an increase 
of nearly $22,000,000 over 1950 
More than 75,000 farmers availed 


themselves of the facilities of 
Act in 1951, 

Since the inception of the Act in 
1945, 246,000 loans have been made 
under the Act for a total amount of 
$255,000,000. Of this amount 60 per 
cent had been repaid by December 
31, 1951. The loans are made by the 
banks directly to farmers with the 
Federal Government guaranteeing 
the banks against loss up to a 
maximum of 10 per cent of the total 
amount loaned by each bank. 
Losses paid to the banks in 1941 
amounted to $6,499.84 and total 
losses during the first seven years 
of operations have been $26,230.30 
or .01 per cent of amount loaned 

The Farm Improvement Loans 
Act enables farmers to borrow 
money for a wide variety of pur- 
poses including the purchase of 
jfarm implements and livestock, the 
construction and repair of farm 
buildings and the clearing and 
breaking of land. The loans are 
obtained through the chartered 
banks at 5 per cent simple interest 
and terms of repayment are arrang 
ed to suit the operating conditions 
of the individual farmer, The mani 
jimum period of repayment is seven 
i yvears 

As in previous years most of the 
} loans are made in Western Canada 
}In 1951, 71 per cent were made in 
the three Prairie Provinces

During 1951 there were nearly 
3,000 mew loans made for the pur- 
chase of livestock, The amount bor- 
rowed was $2,750,000. This is a 
marked proportional increase from 
1950 when 1,805 loans were made 
totalling $1,500,000, Ontarlo farmers | 
borrowed more for this purpose than | 
farmers of any other province. 
Nearly all loans were for milch 
cows and breeding stock, 
Clearing and Breaking 

Loans for this purpose showed a 
decline from 1950. However, over 
$400,000 was lent to clear and break 
37,000 acres of new land for culti- 
vation. Since the inception of the 
Act 375,000 acres have been brought 
Into crop productivity through Farm 
Improvement Loans. By far the} 
largest percentage of loans for this 
purpose has been made in the West, | 
chiefly in northern sections of Al. | 
berta and Saskatchewan,

U.S. Forbids Entry 
Of Hunters’ Kills 


The Fish and Wildlife Service 
said Tuesday that sportsmen hunt- 
ing in Canada this fall will be 
barred from bringing their kill into 
the United States, 

The ban applies to all cloven- 
hoofed game animals, including 
moose, deer, elk, caribou, mountain 


foat, mountain sheep and = ante- 
lopes, 
Albert M. Day, director of the 


service, said transportation of these 
animals across the border will be 
prohibited as long as_ foot-and- 
mouth disease continues among 
Canadian cattle. 

Day said small quantities of com- 
pletely boned and thoroughly cook- 
ed meat from any of these animals, 
intended for personal consumption, 
may be brought back if approved at 
the border by U.S. inspectors. 

Hides or skins also may be 
brought back if they are hard-dried, 
or if consigned to a government- 
appointed establishment for disin- 
fecting or processing. 

Antlers, horns, hoofs and other 
trophies may be brought across the 
border if found by inspectors to be 
thoroughly cleaned and dried.

Some Of Us Know 


Summerfallowing 


Farmers are urged by officials of 
the Dominion agricultural service to 
begin their summerfallowing as 
early as possible in the = spring. 
Weed growth should be prevented 
so that moisture stored in the soil 
can be saved for the succeeding 
crop. Officials at the station say 
that the loss of an inch of water 
through weed growth means a loss 
of from three to four bushels per 
acre, 

Karly fallowing not only increases 
yields, but results in a cleaner suc- 
ceeding crop which is more efficient 
in the use of moisture, 

On the average 2.2 inches of 
moisture can be saved between har- 
vest and seeding time the following 
spring. If weeds are allowed to 
grow throughout the summerfallow 
season they use up this moisture 
toyvether with what could be con- 
served during the May to October 
fallow period.

~ Menace Health 


By WILLIAM A. O'BRIEN, M.D. 

From a health standpoint, it is 
more important to have clean hands 
Although it is 
impossible permanently to rid the 
hands of bacteria, a temporary re- 
duction in the number is helpful. 

Before beginning an operation, 
the surgeon and his assistants scrub 
quid soap and 
sterilized brushes even though they 
Will wear rubber gloves. The reason 
is, of course, that having clean 
hands underneath the gloves will 
protect the patient from possible 
infection should the rubber gloves 
be torn, 

Before one handles an open wound 
or removes a foreign body from the 
eye, the hands should be washed 
With soap and water. 

Hands can be washed many times 
a day without harm, except in cold 
weather, When excessive drying 
(chapping) may follow the removal 
with water of the natural oils. It 
is advisable after washing the 
hands to rinse them thoroughly, 
dry them with a towel, then apply a 
mild hand lotion especially if the 
skin has a tendency to be sensitive. 

Children should be required to 
wash their hands with soap and 


| water after they have been to the 


toilet and before they go to the 
table to eat. Nothing should be 
permitted to interfere with this cus- 
tom, Which is of great hygienic 
benefit. 

It is not safe to put the fingers 
into the mouth, to rub eyes with 
the fingers, or to handle an open 
wound of the skin; infection may 
be introduced in each of these ways, 
Customers are well within their 
rights in refusing to accept paper

This is the second in a series on 
teaching, by Dr. Stanley Clarke, 
Faculty of Education, for Alberta 
School Trustees’ Association. 


These are the days of big think- 
ing: machines do the work, prices 
are high, oil makes us rich. Young 
people in Grade XI and XII hear of 
wonderful jobs, “starting pay $200 a 
month,” and do some big thinking 
too. It is well to think again. Is 
there any possibility of promotion? 
Pay raises? Security of tenure? Is 
there a pension scheme? 

Teaching as a career offers all of 
these. Initially teaching is not as 
well paid as are some of the com. 
peting jobs high school students 
hear about. In the long run, the 
successful teacher has more, even 
in the security and monetary sense. 

Where teaching as a career has 
its real advantage is in what it does 
for you, and for the world. No other 
course of training concentrates 
more on some of the most urgent 
and important human problems, 
such as how to get along with other 
people, and how to raise children 
into worthwhile and decent human 
beings. If you-choose teaching asa 
career you are trained in these mat- 


| ters. Society recognizes the import. 
| ance of teachers on the lives of its 


future citizens. That is why pros- 
pective teachers must have a good 
personality and a saund character, 
That is why they are given training 
in the factors which develop per: | 
sonality and character. 

The teacher, as Voltaire was told, 
writes on the human skin. She 
leaves her mark in the lives and 
beliefs and attitudes of her stu- 
dents. The farmer takes pride in a 
machine functioning perfectly. How 
much more pride is possible for the 
teacher, watching students become 
decent, upright and valuable citi- 
zens of the world of tomorrow! 

In these days of big thinking, the 
biggest thing of all is still the 
human beings who do the big 
thinking. The job of developing 
the right kind of human being is 
still the biggest job of all. This is 
teaching as a career, 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

The fact that God does take care 
of all His children will be empha- 
sized Sunday in Christian Science 
churches. The Lesson-Sermon is 
entitled “God the Preserver of 
Man” and will contain this declara- 
tion from “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” by Mary 
Baker Eddy: “Step by step will 
those who trust Him find that ‘God 
is our refuge and strength. a very 
present help in trouble’.”.

ALBERTA’S TREE 
PLANTING CAMPAIGN 


Interest in farmstead, roadside 
and field shelter-belt planting is in- 
creasing steadily, reports P. D. Mc- 
Calla, supervisor of horticulture, 
Alberta department of agriculture. 
But there are still farmers who do 
not realize that free trees for these 
plantings can be obtained on appli- 
cation to the Alberta department of 
agriculture, Some of these trees 
are made available through the co- 
operation of the Dominion Forest 
Nursery Station at Indian Head; 
others are grown at the Provincial 
Nursery Station at Oliver and the 
Provincial Horticultural Station at 
Brooks, With the increasing pres 
sure of demand, it is becoming con- 
Stantly more necessary for orders to 
be placed well ahead. 

Those desiring trees for planting 
next spring should be placing their 
orders now. While every effort is 
being made to fill all orders, the 
demand still exceeds the supply, 
and by ordering early disappoint- 
ment may be prevented. One of 
the regulations governing distribu- 
tion of these free trees is that the 
land in which they are to be plant- 
ed must be summerfallowed dur- 
ing the year previous to planting. 
Better to order now and make sure 
you will have trees for that sum- 
merfallowed land than to leave it 
until fall and take a chance. In- 
formation and application forms | 
are available from district agricul- 
turists throughout the province or 
from the field crops branch, Alberta 
department of agriculture, Edmon- 
ton.

School Reorganization: 
Didsbury ... 


This week we continue our review 
of the Byrne school report, taking in 
proposed plans for Didsbury: 


DIDSBURY (12 rooms) 

The Didsbury centre presently ac- 
commodates children from Melvin, 
Mowers and North Grand Centre 
districts, as well as providing high 
school services for approximately 35 
students from various parts of the 
division, To some extent Didsbury 
is a central high school for the div- 
ision. Twelve to fifteen students 
Stay at a Bible School in the town, 
others make private boarding ar- 
rangements, 


Total enrolment in all grades at 
the time of the report was 362. 


The Didsbury centralization could 
be extended both east and west. To 
the east the districts of Rosebud, 
Gore, Mona and Neapolis are within 
easy conveyance distance of Dids- 
bury. For senior pupils at least, 
Jutland also could be brought with- 
in the Didsbury area, To the west 
the districts of Springside, Clover 
Mount and Rugby are within con- 
venient distance for transportation. 
It is conceivable as well that any 
high school pupils from the Zella 
district might be served by this 
west van route, The total enrolment 
of all these districts (exclusive of 
Zella) is over 135 pupils. 


Again the method of centralizing 
is dependent on such factors as dis- 
tance, enrolment, road conditions 
and accommodations at the Dids- 
bury centre. A_ sensible solution 
within the immediate future (when 
space is available in Didsbury) 
would be to convey the Junior- 
Senior high school grades from the 
outlying distgicts and the elemen- 
tary grades closer to Didsbury, pro- 
vided enrolments in the district are 
below 15. It would not seem de- 
sirable, for instance, to convey a 
heavily populated district such as 
Clover Mount from Grade I up. 
Accommodation 

The Didsbury school has six 
rooms in the main building and 
four in the secondary building with 
the Shop and Home Economics 
room in the basement. Two one. 
room schools provide additional 
classroom space. Next year in- 
creasing enrolments require the 
use of two temporary rented rooms 
in the town, 

Undoubtedly the accommodation 
needs at Didsbury are quite press- 
ing. It is proposed to vse the two 
rural schools to replace the present 
inadequate basement shop. The 
writer is of the opinion that the six 
rooms in the main building are very 
suitable and the four rooms in the 
secondary building reasonably so 
(the floor area is on the small side) 


| for continued use, This indicates 


the need for four classrooms im- 
mediately. Increasing enrolments 
at the high school level necessitates 
more accommodation at this level. 
Six classrooms are the bare mini- 
mum of need, eight would permit 
some centralizing. A junior-senior 
high school having the following 


accommodation appears to be a 
necessity for this centre: 
1 Science Classroom — 40 feet in 


length, 

1 Commercial Room-—High school 
classes may be scheduled in this 
with suitable furniture and storage 
space, 

6 Ordinary Classrooms, 

1 Home Economics Laboratory. 

Other ancillary rooms such 
offices, staffrooms, library 
gYmnasium space, 

This building would do no more 
than meet Didsbury’s present needs 
and provide some space for the 
senior pupils (VII-XIl) within the 
proposed Didsbury centralization,

VOLUME OF WHEAT FEEDING 

Some 38,107,000 bushels of wheat 
will be fed to livestock in Canada 
in the 1951-52 crop year, according 
to an estimate made by the federal 
bureau of statistics, 

This estimate does not include 
wheat moved into inter-provincial 
trade under the federal freight as- 
sistance plan, In the previous crop 
year 13.9 million bushels of feed 
wheat were shipped under that 
plan, Current crop shipments have 
been running somewhat above last 
year’s levels, If such figures were 
added to the total it would appear 
that wheat feeding to livestock and 
poultry in Canada this crop year 
will be over 52 million bushels, 

Wheat feeding in the prairie pro- 
vinces is placed at 23.4 million bu- 
shels, compared with 21.8 millions 
in the previous year.—-Wheat Pool
